Brethien, are we doing our duty, as we ought, caring for 
them . \V hile all of us can not visit them in person we can all help 
them. wdh some of the means that God has given to us. The central 
building has been completed and was occupied on the seventh 
aa -X ?/ ast < there is still eight hundred dollars due on the 

building, which is in two notes : One due the 6th day of October and 
the other Novem )ei , 1st. We have now 160 orphans and a large num- 
ber of applicants. The need now is money that the necessary ar- 
rangements may be made to take some or all of those that are mak- 
ing application. Biethren, let ns unite our hearts in prayer to God 
that these children may be so trained that they mav ali be brought 
to a knowledge of the truth as it is in Christ Jesus, and become useful 
Christians in their day and generation.

REPORT ON STATE MISSIONS. 

State Missions is the local application of our Lord’s command- 
ment, “Go ye into all the world and preach the Gospel lo every 
creature.” " It was fourteen years after this divine commission 
was given before any effort on the part of the disciples was made in 
Foreign Missions. They obeyed Christ’s parting instructions and 
were “witnesses unto him” “both in Jerusalem and in all Judea and 
in Samaria.” The same Christ, our ascended Lord and Master, is 
commanding us to-day to preach the Gospel in all North Carolina. 
It is a startling fact that there are more unsaved men and women in 
our State to-day than ever in all her history. According to the last 
census there are in North Carolina over one million people out of 
Christ. In Eastern North Carolina there are vast fields of destitu- 
tion almost as yet untouched. Around our factory towns and cities 
a large population is concentrating which demands attention of our 
churches through their Board of Missions. In Western North Caro- 
lina, State Missions is the agency we are to use as a lever to lift the 
people up and develope them in Christian work. We can not give to 
this work too much of our sympathy and prayer nor support it too 
generously. As in the past, State Missions has been a mighty power 
in the extension of God’s Kingdom in North Carolina, and in the de- 
velopment and progress of our Baptist people and in the propagation 
of Baptist principles. So it shall be, under God, in the future, a 
mighty power in the complete conquest of the State for Christ and 
his Truth. Our Board of Missions and Sunday Schools has commis- 
sioned eighty-nine Missionaries during this year. These faithful 
brethren are at work in over forty counties and are supplying over 
three hundred destitute points with the gospel. Up to this time they 
have baptized over 1000 members into the churches and organized 59 
new Sunday Schools on mission territory. We do commend this 
work to every church in the King’s Mountain Association. In the 
struggles and hardships of our missionaries we should feel the keen-* 
est interest and sympathy. As the year draws to a close, they are 
lookiim- anxious to us for the small amounts promised them. As God 
has prospered 11 s let us lay by in store for this great work which God 
has so significantly committed to the Baptist people*
